WHOLESALE PRICES IN OCTOBER

of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (6) are also included 
in their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells 
it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are 
charged according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these

Food and Tobacco.—The principal change in the food 
groups was the increase of 7s. 9d. per sack (about one-third) 
in the price of flour sold to bakers for purposes other than 
bread-making, this rise being authorised by the Control 
Order of 6 October. The increase of 2 per cent. shown by 
the cereals group was due to this rise and to a further small 
increase (2$ per cent.) in the price of malting barley. The 
lower index for the meat, fish and eggs group was due to 
the Control Order of 29 September reducing the price of 
wet fish by about 10 per cent. In the miscellaneous food 
group, which in the aggregate showed little change, there 
were increases in the contract price for milk (4} per cent.) 
and in the control price for onions; coffee was also rather 
dearer, potatoes were about 10 per cent. cheaper. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Group move- 
ments were all less than } per cent., the largest price changes 
for individual commodities being an increase of 10 per cent. 
for imported hides (Americanos) and a decrease of 5 per 
cent. for jute. There were smaller increases for Lancashire 
best house coal (4} per cent.), linen cambric warps (4 per 
cent.), alpaca yarn (2 per cent.) and a few chemicals and

paint ($ to 3$ per cent.). The price of chalk lime was 
increased by 5} per cent., while goatskins (dry salted 
Dinajpores) were cheaper by about 2 per cent., but each of 
these commodities has a weight of only one-half in the index,

CONTROLLER OF ABRASIVES 


The Minister of Supply has appointed Mr. C. J. Brockbank as 
Controller of Abrasives. The demand for abrasives for munition 
making has expanded considerably, and the new control will be 
concerned with the supply of the raw material needed by the 
abrasives trade and with its best utilisation in the national 
interest.

CONTROL OF FERTILISERS 


The Minister of Supply has issued the Control of Fertilisers 
(No. 16) Order, 1941, and Direction No. 1 made under that 
Order (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1738, price 1d.), also Direction 
No. 3 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1739, price 1d.) made under the 
Control of Fertilisers (No. 12) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 
No. 909, price 2d.). 

The effect of the Order and the two Directions, which are 
issued on the suggestion of the Minister of Agriculture, is to 
give authority to the County War Agricultural Executive 
Committees of Norfolk and East Sussex to administer the 
distribution of fertilisers within their areas of jurisdiction.

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to the Order at premises where such businesses were not 
being carried on at any time during the basic period 
(1 December 1940-23 October 1941) will not be able to 
continue doing so after 1 January 1942 without a licence. 
In the case of goods commonly sold in more than one type 
of shop, the position is best shown by an example: glue is 
commonly sold by ironmongers and stationers; an iron- 
monger selling glue is held to sell it as an ironmonger and 
he could not set up as a stationer without a licence. In 
general, licences will be granted only if it can be clearly 
shown that the goods or services which the applicant 
proposes to sell or perform are reasonably required to 
provide for the essential needs of the public in the area 
concerned. 

Applications from the following classes of traders, 
however, will receive special treatment :— 

(a) Traders who have lost the use of their premises through 
enemy action, through action taken by the Forces 
of the Crown in the defence of the Realm, or through 
requisitioning by a Government Department, will 
receive licences, provided (1) that the alternative 
premises which the trader proposes to use are within a 
reasonable distance of his former premises ; (2) that 
his application for a licence is made within 30 days 
of the date at which he lost the use of his former 
premises ; (3) that he proposes to carry on the same 
category or categories of trade or business as he 
carried on at the premises of which he has lost the use. 

(6) Traders who have lost the use of their premises as the 
result of enemy action and are accommodated in 
temporary premises by local authorities with a view 
to ensuring supplies of essential goods in heavily 
bombed areas, will receive licences for this purpose. 
A local authority will normally make such provision 
only for traders who were established in their area 
before destruction occurred. 

(c) When two businesses in the same locality dealing in 
different categories of goods are amalgamated, the 
granting of any licence required to enable the com- 
bined business to be carried on at the premises of one 
of them will be favourably considered. 

Licences will be issued regionally on behalf of the Board 
of Trade by the Local Price Regulation Committees. 
Applications for these licences should not, however, be 
made before 11 December. Full particulars of the licensing 
procedure with an explanatory memorandum will be issued 
later. In the meantime, enquiries should be addressed to 
the Assistant Secretary, Industries and Manufactures 
Department I, Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

Persons contravening the provisions of this Order are 
liable, on summary conviction, to imprisonment for a term

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


No change is reported in either the Statutory List or the 
Ships Discrimination List as published in the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ”’ of 8 November (pages 278-279). 


DELAYS AT PORTS 
NEED FOR TRANSHIPMENT LICENCES 


Failure to comply with licensing requirements in respect 
of goods brought from abroad for transhipment at United 
Kingdom ports is causing unnecessary delay and impeding 
works at the ports. 

The Board of Trade point out that licences issued by the 
Import Licensing Department are required, not only for 
nearly all imports, but also for cargoes, with exceptions, 
brought to United Kingdom ports and entered with the 
Customs as in transit or for transhipment elsewhere. 

The exceptions are live quadruped animals, goods re- 
maining on board for onward carriage in the same ship and 
ships’ surplus stores transferred under Customs tranship- 
ment regulations to other ships for use as stores. 

Goods requiring licences but arriving without them are 
liable to seizure. 

Applications for such licences should be made before 
shipment of cargoes and must be made by a firm or indi- 
vidual resident in the United Kingdom.

The new Order comes into force on 
1 December and sets out the position with regard to 
Export Licensing control at that date. 


The following additional classes of goods will, in future, 
require licences on exportation to (i) all destinations and

a description commonly used on bottles, jars, cans 
and similar containers. 


(ii) Manufactures wholly or mainly of wool (other than 
carpets and floor rugs) not previously controlled.

Under a Board of Trade Order signed on 4 November

Wheels, tyres, hubs, axles and brakes, wholly or mainly of 
metal, of the kind used in animal drawn vehicles and 
hand trucks. 

Lightning conductors. 

The existing control in respect of rubber tyres, pneumatic 
and solid, and rubber inner tubes is extended and licences 
will, in future, be required to export pneumatic rubber 
tyres (and inner tubes for use therewith), and solid rubber 
tyres, of an overall diameter exceeding 18 inches, to all 
destinations. Other descriptions of pneumatic rubber 
tyres and inner tubes are controlled to certain specified 
destinations only. 

The existing licensing requirements with respect to flax 
and ramie yarns and twine, seaming and roping manu- 
factured wholly or partly of flax are superseded by the 
provision that licences will, in future, be required to export 
cordage, twine, yarns and thread, wholly or partly of flax 
or ramie, under } inch in diameter. 

The control relating to certain specified parts (engine 
and chassis, etc.) of mechanically-propelled road vehicles 
has been extended to cover all parts and accessories, 
wholly or mainly of metal, of such vehicles. 

Certain specified items (buffers, springs, wheels, etc.) of 
rolling stock, previously included as railway and tramway 
material, will now be covered by the comprehensive 
prohibition in respect of parts and accessories, wholly or 
mainly of metal, of rail locomotives and rail vehicles. 

Sulphuric acid (including oleum), the exportation of 
which was previously prohibited to all destinations will, in 
future, require licences for certain specified destinations 
only. 


KNITTING FOR H.M. FORCES AND 
MERCHANT NAVY 


The Salvation Army will be included among those organisa- 
tions whose branches are issuing vouchers to persons knitting 
for a relative or friend serving with the Armed Forces or Merchant 
Navy; these vouchers serve as the equivalent of clothing 
coupons. The arrangement will come into effect from Thursday, 
13 November, and covers the purchase of Service shades of 
knitting wool, viz., only khaki, Navy blue, Air Force blue and 
“ clerical”’ grey. 


SUPPLIES FOR APPROVED SCHOOLS 


Approved schools (i.e., schools approved for the purposes of 
the Children and Young Persons Act, 1933, or the Children and 
Young Persons (Scotland) Act, 1937) can now, under a General 
Licence (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1725 (price 1d.) ), be supplied out- 
side quota with controlled goods of classes 6, 7, 8, 9 (Cutlery, 
spoons, forks and domestic hollow-ware of metal only); classes 
11, 13 and 14 (combs only). 

The Headmaster, Headmistress, or Principal of the approved 
school must sign a certificate stating that the goods, which must 
be specified, are essential requirements of the school. The 
certificate must be countersigned by an Inspector of the Children’s 
Branch of the Home Office ; or, in Scotland, by an officer autho- 
rised by the Secretary of State. 

If the goods are ordered through a retailer he can get the 
goods, or replace goods he supplies from stock, outside his 
supplier’s quota by sending the certificate to his supplier.

His Majesty’s Consul at Dairen has forwarded to the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade a translation of Kwantung Bureau 
Ordinance No. 81 of 28 July 1941 on the subject of foreign 
exchange control, together with translations of certain Kwantung 
Bureau notices relating to the regulations and issued subse- 
quently.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


WAR EMERGENCY BSS. FOR BITUMINOUS 
ROOFING FELTS AND SPECIFICATION FOR 
ROOFING 

The War Emergency British Standard Specification, B.S. 
No. 989, Bituminous Roofing Felts and Specification for Roofing 
which has just been issued has been prepared at the request of 
the Ministry of Works and Buildings and is issued under their 
authority. 

The specification comprises three parts. Part 1 is a classifica- 
tion of felts and represents the decision which was arrived at 
by the Director of Roofing of the Ministry of Works and Buildings 
and the manufacturers as to the range of roofing felts which should 
be manufactured at the present time. 

Part 2 is a detailed specification of the felts covered by the 
Classification and Part 3 is a specification for the laying of the 
felts. Broadly the methods of laying have been considered in 
relation to sloping roofs and flat roofs, two methods being 
specified for the former and three for the latter.

BITUMINOUS ROOFING FELTS 

This War Emergency British Standard for Bituminous 
Roofing Felts and Methods of Laying has been prepared at 
the request of the Ministry of Works and Buildings and is 
issued under their authority, having been approved by the 
Standardisation Committee of the Ministry. Any revision 
of this Standard will be undertaken only on the instruction 
of the Minister. 

The Specification comprises three parts. Part 1 is a 
classification of felts and represents the decision which was 
arrived at by the Director of Roofing of the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings and the manufacturers as to the 
range of roofing felts which should be manufactured at the 
present time. 

Part 2 is a detailed specification of the felts covered by 
the classification, and Part 3 is a specification for the laying 
of roofing felts. Broadly the methods of laying have been 
considered in relation to sloping roofs and flat roofs, two 
methods being specified for the former and three for the 
latter. 

This Specification is issued for the use of all technical 
officers of Government Departments and their agencies, 
Local Authorities, and independent architects and engineers 
advising Government Departments, as well as building 
contractors. The Specification is accepted, and will be 
followed by all departments concerned unless there is 
sufficient reason to justify a departure being authorised. 

This Specification may be subject to revision from time 
to time in the light of changes in the availability of raw 
materials and manufacturing capacity. The issue of 
revisions when authorised by the Ministry will be notified 
to Government Departments and to the trade and technical 
press. 


MANUFACTURERS OF QUILTS AND 
BEDSPREADS 


In view of pressure on supplies, manufacturers registered under 
the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order (see the 
‘** Board of Trade Journal” of 30 August 1941, page 117) are no 
longer permitted to use cloth for the making up of quilts and 
bedspreads. Manufacturers who are not registered under that 
Order will not be given any more coupons to acquire cloth for 
the manufacture of these articles. 
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LININGS FOR UTILITY CLOTHES 


The Board of Trade announce that, in consequence of the 
shortage of better quality linings for women’s clothing, it has 
been decided temporarily to alter the specifications of the women’s 
and maids’ utility coats and costumes as set out in the Schedule 
to the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) (No. 3) Order, 1941 
(see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 18 October 1941, page 237), 
so as to permit the use of cheaper linings in certain cases. Wher- 
ever linings of a minimum value of 24d. or 30d. per yard for a 
39-in. cloth are specified, makers-up will be permitted for the 
time being to use a cloth of the value of not less than 20d. a 
yard. An Order will be made this week effecting this alteration 
which is necessary merely in order to meet the present shortage. 
It is intended that the alteration should remain in force until 
31 December 1941 after which the lining prices originally specified 
will be restored. 

In connection with the linings used in making up utility clothing, 
the Board of Trade wish to point out that the minimum prices 
for linings specified in the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) 
Orders are merely a lower limit and that makers-up who have or 
can get more expensive limings are free to use them for utility 
garments. There is no requirement that utility garments must 
be lined with utility cloth. Non-utility linings, however, come 
out of the lining manufacturers’ general quota, irrespective of 
whether they are used to line utility garments.

Orissa, 27 October. Light rain has fallen. The sugarcane, 
cotton, castor and tobacco crops are thriving. 

Bombay, 1 November. There has been no rain. Khariff and 
rabi crop operations continue. 

Bengal, 29 October. The weather has been dry. The condi- 
tion of crops is satisfactory. 

Assam, 3 November. The weather has been seasonable and 
crop prospects are fair.

As announced in the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 8 Novem- 
ber (pages 283-286) the Board of Trade have received copies of 
Notifications Nos. 56-1.T.C./41, 59-1.T.C./41 and 60-I.T.C./41, 
dated 23 August 1941. These contain a consolidated schedule of 
goods the import of which into British India is prohibited, except 
under special licence or Open General Licences Nos. I to VII. 

The consolidated schedule excludes the list of certain iron and 
steel goods and materials which are subject to import restrictions 
—see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 18 October 1941 (page 241). 

Goods of United Kingdom origin are exempt from the licensing 
requirement under Open General Licence No. II. 

Notification No. 56-I.T.C./41 and Part A of the schedule 
attached to it were published last week: Part B of the schedule 
and the remaining Notifications are now given.

BENGAL FINANCE (SALES TAX) ACT, 1941 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded to the 

3oard of Trade a copy of the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) Act, 
1941, enacted on 1 July 1941. 

Section 5 (1) provides for a sales tax at the rate of one-quarter 
of an anna in the rupee on the taxable turnover of every dealer 
liable under the Act. 

Section 5 (2) defines “‘ taxable turnover ” and permits inter alia 
the deduction of turnover on goods intended for re-sale by a 
registered dealer, or for use by him in the manufacture of any 
goods for sale, or in the execution of any contract. 

Certain goods, mainly foodstuffs, agricultural implements, 
fertilizers and yarn, and certain industrial raw materials, are 
exempted from the tax.

EMERGENCY TAX LAW 


H.M. Ambassador at Havana has forwarded translations of 
the Cuban Emergency Tax Law (No. 28) dated 8 September 
and of Decree (No. 2597) dated 17 September, prescribing 
regulations under this law. The law imposes a surtax of 20 per 
cent. on all tariffs, taxes and contributions now in force in Cuba, 
with effect as from 9 September. 

The Decree, however, provides, inter alia, for an increase of 
20 per cent. in the Customs duties, and for the raising of the 
Customs surtaxes of 3 per cent. and 10 per cent. to 3-60 per cent. 
and 12 per cent. respectively. The tax of } per cent. on exporta- 
tion of money or its equivalent is increased to 0°30 per cent. and 
the tax of 2 per cent. on gross sales and purchases coming from 
abroad is now increased to 2+4 per cent. 

Certain articles grown, produced or manufactured in the 
U.S.A. which are included in the U.S.A.—Cuban Commercial 
Treaty of 1934, and the Supplementary Agreement of 1939, are 
exempt from the 20 per cent. surtax. 

H.M. Consul-General at Havana has now reported, by tele- 
graph, that linen and woollen goods, imported from the United 
Kingdom and classified under Tariff Nos. 132 and 147A, are 
also exempt from the increased surcharge. 


EGYPT 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


A United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 50481] published on 
2 October contains the following decisions regarding the classi- 
fication of certain merchandise on importation into the United 
States :— 

(1) Certain sheepskin scraps, obtained from the linings of 
old coats or consisting of pieces of tanned sheepskin 
left over in the manufacture of wool-lined garments, 
are processed chemically after importation to obtain 
the wool which is used for the same purposes as 
ordinary wool is used. Accordingly such scraps are 
dutiable as wool on the skin at the rate of 32 cents 
per lb. of clean content under paragraph 1102 (6), 
Tariff Act of 1930. 

(2) So-called fish silver paste, consisting of approximately 
72 per cent. amyl acetate, 20-8 per cent. lustre of fish 
scales, and other minor ingredients, and used as a 
lacquer on various articles, is properly dutiable at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 66, 
Tariff Act of 1930. 

(3) Ng Ka Py (a Chinese wine), containing a substantial 
quantity of alcohol, 5 per cent. or more of sugar, and 
a flavouring extract, and chiefly used as a beverage 
rather than as a medicinal preparation, is properly 
dutiable as a liqueur at the rate of $2-50 per proof 
gallon under paragraph 802, Tariff Act of 1930 as 
modified, plus an internal revenue tax of $4 per proof 
gallon (rate operative on and from 1 October 1941, 
formerly $3). 


In the case of (1) and (2), as these rulings will result in the 
assessment of duty on such merchandise at rates higher than 
those heretofore assessed under a uniform practice, they were 
to be applied only to such merchandise entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after 30 days 
from the date of publication in the ‘‘ Weekly Treasury Decisions.”
